Society. He said that a Denver 
|company which supplies vanadium 
ito the steel trade has found from 
' eight to 12 milligrams of radium per 
jton of vanadium ore which it ob- 
|tains from the Dolores district of 
| Colorado. 
| ‘The radium is extracted as a by- 
| product in separating the vanadium | 
from uraniun, a radio-active metal.) 
| Already 800 milligrams of radium) 
have been extracted, Dr. Withers! 
said, and “At least 6,000 milligrams | 
will be produced within the next | 
year from this source.” |

WHEAT TRADING 
TUESDAY JUST 
ROUTINE AFFAIR 


WINNIPEG, Man., May 10.—Un- 
certainty as to what the United 
States government crop report 


would reveal served to hold wheat 
trading to a more or less routine 
affair here today. Values closed % 
to % higher. 

May % higher at 62%; July % 
higher at 63% and October % to 
44 higher at 65% to 6534. 

Some export of wheat for Russia 
‘was worked out of Vancouver but 
no estimate could be obtained as to 
the quantity. 

Opening slightly higher the mar- 
ket idled along until mid-session 
and swung to higher levels on re- 
ports that further cargoes had been 
contracted for Russia from Van- 
couver. Unofficial sources placed 
the figure at 800,000 bushels. Ac- 
companying the report came the 
statement that all number three 
wheat and lower grades had been 
cleaned out of Vancouver terminals. 

Broomhall reported the outlook 
in the east as very uncertain with 
war clouds circling over China, 
Japan and Russia. With the excep- 
tion of Russian export the day was 
uneventful, traders preferring to 
await announcement of United 
States visible figures. 

There was a fair demand for cash 
wheat at fractionally higher prices. 
Coarse grains featured a small - 
port in barley. Persistent reports 
that Russia was enquiring for quan- 
tities of rye could not be traced. 
Values moved in sympathy with 
wheat.

LITTLE DANGER OF WAR 


There are those who hope the murder of 
President Doumer of France will start another 
war in Europe. There are more who fear that 
it may. 

The hopes and fears are much more likely 
to be disappointed than not. The murder at 
Sarazevo led to war because Austria threat- 
ened to crush Serbia and felt itself quite able 
to do so. The local war spread into a general 
conflagration because Russia would not permit 
Serbia to be crushed, and Germany would not 
allow Russia to intervene. 

Soviet Russia cannot crush France, and 
France cannot crush Russia. Both countries 
recognize both these facts, and neither is likely 
to start a war that could only end in a draw 
or in a bootless victory. There will be further 
estrangement between them, but hardly a 
plunge into mutual ruination. 

As for a general outbreak, Europe may not 
be too proud to fight, but it is much too poor. 


A HEAVY REPAIR BILL 

The April blizzard wrecked the provincial 
telephone system in the southern part of the 
province to an extent estimated at a quarter 
of a million dollars. 

Theat will help to still further complicate 
the none too rosy financial situation of this 
utility, and add sensibly to the troubles of the 
Minister in charge. There may be expected 
at next session of the legislature a revival of 
the proposal to clap a tax on land to meet the 
cost of giving telephone service to isolated 
settlers and communities where the revenue 
cannot be made to equal the expense.

THE DELINQUENT DOMINION 


The city council proposes to bill the Dom- 
inion Government for interest on relief money 
owing to the city. Since the city has had to 
borrow the money, and pay interest on it, the 
Dominion should of course liquidate the claim. 

| But it is one thing to send a Dill toa 
, government and another thing to get the 
‘money, as a good many election officials and 
} census enumefators can testify. Always hoping 
‘ for the best, the city will be lucky if, as a result 
' of pressing this claim, it can get an arrange- 
| ment for prompt payment from Ottawa in 
future. 
} It is not at all beyond human ingenuity to 
devise a scheme under which the Government's 
' share of relief cost would be paid promptly, and 
{with no risk of the Government being de- 
‘ frauded. The banks could be instructed to pay 
' over the money to the city, on presentation of 
| documentary proof that the amount stated has 
| been actually and properly spent in giving 
' relief. 


A MISTAKEN METHOD 


s Protests have been raised in parliament 
because men arrested as foreign agitators in 
Ontario and in Manitoba have been taken to 
Halifax for triai. 

The protests are justified, not on any sup- 
position that the accused are innocent, but 
because they are entitled to a fair trial, and 
are more likely to get that if they are tried 
where the alleged offences were committed. 

The Minister of Justice says every oppor- 

“tunity will be afforded them to get witnesses 
in their defence. He would have been better 
advised if he had ruled that they must be tried 
before they were headed for the seaboard on 
the assumption that they were liable to deport- 
ation. P 

The presumption is that there is a strong 
case against each of the accused. Otherwise 
they would hardly have been taken over the 
first leg of the deportation journey at the 
public expense. The stronger the evidence 
against them the less reason to trea! them in 
any way that savors of injustice. 


PUBLIC INTEREST IS INVOLVED 
Mine owners in southern Alberta threaten 
close their mines because they have not 
able to negotiate satisfactory agreements 
th the miners. 

This adds another, and a stronger, reason 
the Dominion Government should inter- 
and set a board of investigation and 
conciliation at work in that field. The issue 
in that area is not now simply one of securing 
fair treatment to miners or employers, but of 
preventing the paralysis of the industry itself.

Industrial paralysis is a creeping sickness. 
If mines jn southern Alberta are closed, forces 
and influences will be set in motion that are 
likely to affect the mines in other parts of the 
province also. 

The coal mining industry in Alberta ranks 
next to farming in importance, and also in the 
difficulties under which it has to be carried on 
at present. On both grounds the public inter- 
est demands that conditions threatening pro- 
duction be investigated and readjusted. The 
closing of the coal mines, or any considerable 
number of them, would be another and a seri- 
ous blow to general business, and a further 
complication of the unemployment problem.

The Passing Show

"THAT was a bad display of sour grapes by Col. 

Thos. Cantley, member for Pictou, N.S. in the 
Commons last week when he predicted the Hudson 
Bay railway would be a failure. He said, “Two 
ships by the grace of God had made the trip into 
Churchill last year, but you can't always count on 
that.” 

The Nova Scotian colonel, so much in the con- 
fidence of the Almighty as to know the manifesta- 
tions and the limitations of the grace of God, dis- 
played ignorance on some pertinent matters. 

Many more than two ships made the journey 
into Churchill last year. There was an Italian 
tramp freighter with supplies, the skipper of which 
was amused at the idea that he had performed 
anything in the nature of a feat by entering Hud- 
son Bay on his first trip, by chart and compass. 

There were several government vessels in 
Churchill while I was there last August, before the 
two wheat ships arrived. One was the hydro- 
graphic survey steamer Acadia, commanded by a 
French-Canadian skipper, who had made the itip 
{nto Hudson Bay and to Port Churchill every year 
for five years. . 

He laughed at the idea that there were any 
navigational difficulties on the Churchill trip, 
pointing out that while there are over two hundred 
buoys and lights between Quebec and Montreal, 
only four lights would be needed all the way from 
Cape Chidley at the entrance to Hudson Straits, to 
Port Churchill. 

This Cantley chap evidently represents the old 
type of village politician who hates to see any place 
advance ahead of his own Main street. 

=* + 

“EDPY the grace of God,” as this village theologian 

explains it, the ships of the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany and the ships of numerous explorers have 
safely entered Hudson Bay for more than a hun- 
dred and fifty years. They did it in days when 
there were no patent logs, no deep sea sounding in- 
struments, no gyroscopic compasses, no modern 
charts and no navigation helps. Their vessels were 
without motive power and dependent on man's skill 
in setting sails to keep on a course or off a lec 
shore. 

The conviction grows that the bluenose colonel, 
whose theological outlook is that of the middle ages, 
knows no more about Churchill than he does about 
navigation. 

With a season as long as that of the port of 
Montreal, a shorter sea route and an infinitely 
safer one, Churchill has a far better harbor than 
any on the Atlantic coast It out-rivals other east- 
ern ports apart altogether from the short rail heul 
for wheat and cattle. 


ENTION of the many craft that navigated 
Hudson Strait and Hudson Bay under sail re- 
minds one that the day of sail has not yet passed. 
‘Though the U.S. naval authorities could not find 
enough real sailormen to sail the frigate “Glory 
of the Seas” from one Atlantic port to another, and 
had to subject the gallant old ship to the indignity 
of being taken at the end of a tow line, there are 
still a few full rigged ships and barques afloat. 
Most are under the Finnish and German flags.

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Health and Diet Advice 
By DR. FRANK MeCOY. 
INCREASING ELIMINATION 

There is an old Chinese saying that, “If you 
would walk a thousand miles, you must first take 
«the first step.” The same thing is true for one 
who wishes to build health. Today is the first day 
of the Spring Tonic Dietetic Course, so why not 
join in with the healthful regimen today. If you 
put it off until tomorrow or 
the next day, the chances 
are you will put it off in- 
definitely. 

I suppose this morning 
upon arising you brushed 
your teeth vigorously, rinsed 
out your mouth, took a 
shower bath and some deep 
breathing exercises .before 
an open window. If you did 
not, you should do so and 
continue to do this each 
morning, not only during 
this entire course but after- 
wards, because these arc 
good habits to use every 
morning. Today and to- 
inorrow we are going to try 
to increase the elimination 
of toxins through the kid- 
neys and to de this we are 
going to use two days of 
fruit diet, using any one of the following fruits: 
Oranges, tomatoes, grapefruit or apples, selecting 
one kind for today and another kind for tomorrow. 
These acid fruits act as diuretics; that is, they in- 
crease kidney elimination. Suppose you select 
tomatoes for today; use as many tomatoes for break- 
fast as you wish, repeat a lunch of tomatoes and a 
dinner of tomatoes. You may use either canned or 
fresh tomatoes if you wish, but do not add sugar, 
salt or other seasonings. Tomorrow perhaps you 
will ehoose oranges, but be sure to stick to the kind 
of fruit you choose during the day, for you will have 
better results than if you try to mix the varicties of 
fruit. 


I would not advise you to use any medicines or 
beverages while you are taking this course, but you 
may drink as much water as you care for in ad- 
dition to the fruit so that your kidneys will have 
added fluid to carry off the wastes from the tissues 
of the body and from the blood. The best water 
for you to use on this fest is distilled water, but, if 
you cannot readily obtain distilled water, use ord- 
inary hydrant water. While on the fruit diet so 
many impurities are eliminated through the kid- 
neys that you may notice some slight irritation of 
the bladder unless the fluid eliminated by the kid- 
neys is diluted with more water. It is possible for 
you to drink as much as two or three gallons of 
weter a day while on this diet. If you do so, you 
will greatly essist elimination. Do not be alarmed 
if your bladder works frequently, as this is neces- 
sary in order to pass the accumulated toxins out of 
your system. 


The blood will undergo a decided improvement 
while you are on this fruit fast, as can be readily 
ascertained by blood examinations. There will be 
an increase in the color of the hemoglobin and in 
the number of red cells and thore will be a decrease 
of the white cells if they have been in excess The 
blood at the same time receives much benefit be- 


be absorbed from the fruits with such a slight di- 


| gestive effort when there is no interference by th2 
| use of foods which are more difficult to digest. 


The first two days of this fruit diet may be the 
hardest because the toxins which have lain dormant 
in the body's tissues are dissolved and suddenly

However, your eliminative organs 
will pick up the toxins from the blood and they will 
be climinated through the skin, the kidneys, the 
liver and even the lungs. If the persipration be- 
comes odorous, it may be advisable to sue sponge 
or shower baths two or three times a day. Do not 
continue with laxatives which I suggested in yes- 
terday’s article, which were simply for the purpose 
of dislodging accumulations which may have been 
in the intestines, but begin tonight and use enemas, 
using a quart of warm water tonight and tomorrow 
morning. A slight headache should be endured 
without using any headache remedies or you will 
interfere with the elimination of toxins.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

Question: Mrs. V. asks: “What causes a blue 
baby?” 

Answer: A blue baby is caused by the failure of 
the foramen ovale between the two auricles of the 
heart to close at birth as it should when umbilical 
circulation ceases. Since this valve does not close, 
the blood is not pumped into the lungs of the in- 
fant to be oxygenated as it should be. 

Question: F. D. asks: “Can mumps occur more 
than once?” 

Answer: Mumps can occur more than once, but 
not in the glands which were affected the first 
time. 


Question: Vvonne writes: “I have been in bed 
four months with heart trouble. My meals seem to 
make so much gas, which increases the heart palpi- 
tation. Does diet affect the heart? 

Answer: Yes, the diet certainly does affect the 
heart. The cause of most of the discomfort in heart 
trouble is an excess accumulation of gas, producing 
pressure against the heart. This is caused by eating 
wrong combinations of foods, which combinations 
produce fermentation in the stornach and intestines; 
also, by eating such foods as dried beans, onions, 
garlic, cabbage, etc, which always produce a large 
amount of flatulence.

Off the figures, the fact that

Perhaps Connie Mack got his 
cue in 1928, when the Yankees 
beat Grove 6 games and he could 
defeat them only once.

York in June, 4 to 0, and in Sep- 
tember, 4 to 3. 

Grove lost four games in his own 
ball park to the Yankees that year. 
Johnson beat him in April, 8 to 3. 
Shealey beat him in May, 9 to 7. 
Johnson beat him again in May, 
11 to 4. Johnson beat him finally in 
June, 7 to 4. 

Back in 1927, Grove won three 
and lost one to the Yankees. In 
1929, he won two and lost one. The} 
lesson from these figures seems to 
be that Mack saved Grove from 
losing to the Yankees by not start- 
ing him 


BREAKS EVEN 

Thus, in 1930, we find Grove 
winning just one game from the 
Yankees, a 6 to 2 victory over Geo, 
Pipgras in April at Philadelphis. 
Grove didn't lose to the Yankees 
that year. The percentage, of course 
was 1000, but you can not say that 
Mack put Lefty very prominently 
on display against the bats of Ruth, 
Gehrig and the other hard-swing- 
ing Yankee boys. 

Last year Grove was able to 
win three games from the Yankees, 
losing one. His victories were 
scored at Philadelphia, and the one 
cefeat came toward the close of the 
season in New York, where Rhodes 
had all the best of a 13 to 1 score. 

Grove has won approximately 

& out of 10 of his games in the 
last five years with other teams 
in the American League. Bat he 
was only able to break even with 
the Yankees. Therefore, when he 
starts against the Yankees, it is 
an even bet that he will lose.

Ed, Note: With interest in the Olympic Games greatly intensified 
by the fact that they will be held in Los Angeles this coming sammer, 
the Bulletin has prepared a series of articles dealing with the Games 
and with the individual sports that are included in them, with par- 
ticular reference to Canadian athictes and athictics. Following is one 
of the serics, 


In English speaking countries the events usually con- 
sidered under the heading of sprinting are the hundred yard 
dash and the two hundred and twenty yard dash. From the 
Olympic games point of view the hundred and two hundred 
metres are usually called the sprints. 

In any athletic contest the most popular event is the 
hundred yard dash. It is thrilling for both spectators and 
competitors. The athlete who runs one hundred yards in ten 
seconds is averaging thirty feet per second or more than
